After residing about twenty years at Newbury- 
port, her husband removed with her to Amesbury, 
and thence to this place in 1801. He was sud- 
denly taken fromm her by an epileptic fit in Dee. 
R16. With what Christian fortitude she sus- 
tained the loss is known to many present. 
that period she has resided mostly with a son, at 
whose house she expired—on the [eth inst, in the 
well-grounded hope of a glorious immortality.

In reviewing her Christian character it may be 
said, she loved prayer,—especially to pour out her 
heart to God in the retirement of the closet.

Not a day 
of her life passed, it is supposed, from the age of 
ten years, in which she did not spend more or 
“time in prayer.

ARY SOCIETY. 

The anniversary of this Home Missionary aux- 
iliary was held at Windsor, on the Mth ult. Af- 
ter the reading of a highly interesting report of 
the ‘Trustees by the Secretary, Rey. 'T. S. Clarke, 
of Stockbridge, the meeting was addressed by 
Rev. Messrs. W. A. Hawley, of Hinsdale, J.T. 
Headley, of Curtisville, and J. 8. Clark, of Boston. 
The oceasion was one of deep and delightful in- 
terest. 

This is one of the oldest Missionary Societies 
in New Enaland, having been organized in the 
year 1797. At first it embraced nearly all the 
Congregational and Presbyterian churches in the 
two contiguous counties of Berkshire, Mass. and 
Columbia, N.Y. Gradually, however, the contri- 
butions from Columbia diverted to other 
missionary channels, and Berkshire now has the 
undivided honor and responsibility of sustaining 
this important society. Being a chartered inst: 
tution, with a permanent fund of about $1,500, it 
still retains the original name. Its founders, and 
t of its early patrons, now “rest from their la- 
bors : an { th ip works do follow the m.””
